D.C. May Honor Gay Unions 


Council votes to recognize marriages from other states 


WASHINGTON | The D.C. Council voted 
Tuesday to recognize same-sex marriages 
performed in other states, on the same day 
Vermont became the fourth state to legal- 
ize such unions. 

Domestic partnerships are already legal 
in the nation’s capital, but Tuesday’s vote 
explicitly recognizes relocated gay married 
couples as married. 

The unanimous vote sets the stage for 
future debate on legalizing same-sex mar- 
riage in the District and a possible clash 


with Congress, which approves the city’s 
laws under Home Rule. The council is 
expected to take a final vote on the legis- 
lation next month. 

Ward 1 Council member Jim Graham 
called the amendment a matter of “basic 
fairness.” 

“It’s high time we send a clear, unequiv- 
ocal message to those persons of the same 
sex and married in another jurisdiction

that their marriage is valid in D.C.,” Gra- 
ham said. 

Council member David Catania, I-At 
Large, said it is only a matter of time before 
the council also takes up a bill to legalize 
same-sex marriage in the District. “It’s no 
secret that I have been working on leg- 
islation that would take us further,” he 
said. “This is not the march toward spe- 
cial rights. This is the equality march, and

Charges 
In Stolen 
Plane Case 

FBI: Flight student 
expected to be shot 
down entering U.S. 

ST. LOUIS I A flight student was 
charged Tuesday with piloting a 
stolen plane from Canada into 
the U.S. before landing safely on 
a rural Missouri road. 

Adam Dylan Leon, 31, of Thun- 
der Bay, Ontario, was charged with 
transportation of stolen property 
and illegal entry. A detention hear- 
ing is set for 9 a.m. Friday in U.S. 
District Court in St. Louis. 

According to the federal com- 
plaint, Leon told the FBI that he 
flew the plane into the U.S. expect- 
ing to be shot down by military 
aircraft. The complaint said Leon 
also told the FBI he “has not felt like 
himself lately” and he recently was 
being treated by a psychiatrist. 

Authorities said Leon flew the 
plane for six hours Monday night 
before landing it near Ellsinore 
after it started to run out of fuel. 

The plane was tracked as a 
“flight safety issue” and was not 
believed to be a terrorist threat, 
said Mike Kucharek, spokesman 
for the North American Aerospace 
Defense Command, (ap) 


State s legislature 
overturns governors 
veto by thin margin 

MONTPELIER, VT. I Vermont on 
Tuesday became the fourth state 
to legalize gay marriage — and 
the first to do so with a legisla- 
ture’s vote. 

The House recorded a dramatic 
100-49 vote, the minimum needed, 
to override Gov. Jim Douglas’ veto. 
Its vote followed a much easier 
override vote in the Senate, which 
rebuffed the Republican governor 
with a vote of 23-5. 

Vermont was the first state to 
legalize civil unions for same-sex 
couples and joins Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and Iowa in giv- 
ing gays the right to marry. Their 
approval of gay marriage came 
from the courts. 

Tuesday’s action came less than 
a day after Douglas issued a veto 
message saying the bill would not 
improve the lot of gay and lesbian 
couples because it still would not 
provide them rights under federal 
and other states’ laws. 

Douglas called the override “not

unexpected.” He had called the issue 
of gay marriage a distraction during 


a time when economic and budget 
issues were more important. 

House Speaker Shap Smith’s 
announcement of the vote brought 
an outburst of jubilation from some 
of the hundreds packed into the 
gallery and the lobby outside the 
House chamber. 

Among the celebrants were for- 
mer representative Robert Dostis, 


D-Waterbury, and his longtime 
partner. Chuck Kletecka. 

“It’s been a very long battle. It’s 
been almost 20 years to get to this 
point,” Dostis said. “I think, final- 
ly, most people in Vermont under- 
stand that we’re a couple like any 
other couple. We’re as good and as 
bad as any other group of people.”

Conviction 
Of Stevens 
Overturned 

Justice Dept, lawyers 
to be investigated for 
possible misconduct 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I A seething federal 
judge dismissed the corruption 
conviction of former Alaska sen- 
ator Ted Stevens on Tuesday and 
took the rare and serious step of 
ordering a criminal investigation 
into prosecutors who poisoned 
the case. 

“In nearly 25 years on the bench, 
I’ve never seen anything approach- 
ing the mishandling and miscon- 
duct that I’ve seen in this case,” 
U.S. District Judge Emmet Sul- 
livan said. 

Sullivan appointed a special 
prosecutor to investigate Justice 
Department lawyers who repeat- 
edly withheld evidence from 
defense attorneys and the judge 
during the monthlong trial. Ste- 
vens was convicted in October of 
lying on Senate forms about home 
renovations and gifts he received 
from wealthy friends. 

Stevens posed for pictures with 
his family outside the courthouse 
after the ruling and said, “I’m 
going to enjoy this wonderful day.”

Animal’s resurgence 
has many residents 
fearing for their pets 

CORAL GABLES, FLA. I Three 
dead dogs, and Chris Marin has 
had it. 

He’s lived with his family along 
a canal just south of Miami for sev- 
eral years and never had a fear of 
the water — until now. 

“When we first moved in, I 
even put a swing on a tree here for 
my kids to plunge into the canal,” 
Marin said. 

Then the poodles began to 
vanish from his backyard — first 
Spotty, then Luna and Angel. 

The culprit? In this case, an 
11-foot-long American crocodile. 

“You barely get to enjoy the 
backyard,” Martin said. “My kids 
won’t even step out here.”

gered species in 1975, the Ameri- 
can crocodile has surged to num- 
bers not seen in a century. Today,

It’s alarming to some residents, 
even in a state that already has 
more than a million alligators. 
American crocodiles have never 
made a documented attack on a 
human in the U.S. Here, it’s domes- 
tic pets that more often become 
crocodile food. 

“Crocodiles don’t see much dis- 
tinction between some small mam- 
mal that they have naturally eaten, 
like a rabbit, and somebody’s dog,” 
Hord said, brian skoloff (ap)

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Obama Visits Troops in Baghdad 


President says Iraqis 
need to take control 
of their own country 

BAGHDAD I Flying unannounced 
into a still- dangerous war zone, 
President Obama told U.S. troops 
and Iraqi officials alike Tuesday it 
is time to phase out America’s com- 
bat role in a conflict he opposed as 
a candidate and has vowed to end 
as commander in chief. 

Iraqis “need to take responsibil- 
ity for their own country,” Obama 
told hundreds of cheering soldiers 


gathered in an ornate, marble pal- 
ace near Saddam Hussein’s former 
seat of power, 

“You have given Iraq the oppor- 
tunity to stand on its own as a 
democratic country. That is an 
extraordinary achievement,” he 
told the troops. 

Just hours before he arrived, a 
deadly car bomb exploded in Bagh- 
dad, underscoring the continu- 
ing peril despite a recent decline 
in violence. 

Obama met with top U.S. com- 
manders as well as senior Iraqi 
leaders on a visit of a little more

than four hours at Camp Victory, 
the largest U.S. military base in a 
war that began in 2003 and has 
cost the lives of 4,265 members of 
the U.S. military. Many thousands 
more Iraqis have perished. 

President George W. Bush paid 
several trips to Iraq while in office. 
On his last, in December, an Iraqi 
journalist hurled shoes at him dur- 
ing a news conference. By coinci- 
dence, the Iraqi Supreme Court 
reduced the prison sentence Tues- 
day for the man, Muntadhar al- 
Zeidi, now sentenced to one year in 
jail rather than three, david espo (ap)

Fidel Castro meets 
with 3 Black Caucus 
members in Havana 

HAVANA I Signaling its willingness 
to discuss improved relations with 
the Obama administration, Cuba 
on Tuesday granted to three visit- 
ing members of the Congressional 
Black Caucus American officials’ 
first meeting with Fidel Castro 
since he fell ill in 2006. 

The surprise meeting came 
a day after the full delegation of 
six representatives spent more 
than four hours talking privately 
with Cuban President Raul Cas- 
tro, his first encounter with U.S. 
officials since formally replacing 
his brother as head of state nearly 
14 months ago. 

The sessions occurred as Wash- 
ington discusses whether to warm 
up long chilly relations with Cuba. 
President Obama has ordered an 
assessment of U.S. policy toward 
the communist nation, and some 
members of Congress are pushing 
to lift a ban on Americans’ visiting

Woman found alive 
42 hours after quake 
buried her in rubble 

L’AQUILA, ITALY I Strong aftershocks 
Tuesday sent a fresh wave of fear 
across earthquake-shattered cen- 
tral Italy, and rescue crews pulled 
a living young woman from a col- 
lapsed building about 42 hours 
after the main quake struck the 
mountainous region, 

Eleonora Calesini, a 20 -year- 


old student, was found alive in the 
ruins of the five-story building in 
central UAquila, said her grandfa- 
ther, Renato Calesini, in the sea- 
side town of Mondaini. 

“She’s safe!” he told The Associ- 
ated Press, adding that her father 
had gone to the devastated city in 
the snowcapped Apennine moun- 
tains to try to locate the student, 
who wears a hearing aid. She 
reportedly had an arm injury but 
was in good condition otherwise. 

The death toll from Italy’s worst 


quake in three decades climbed 
to 235, with the bodies taken to a 
makeshift morgue at a police offi- 
cers’ training school, the ANSA 
news agency reported. The dead 
included four students trapped 
in the rubble of a University of 
liAquila dormitory, ANSA said. 

Rescue crews gave up ginger- 
ly removing debris by hand and 
brought in huge pincers that pulled 
off parts of the dorm roof, balco- 
nies and walls, showering debris

He barely looked up as it was 
read, sitting alone taking notes 
during the three-hour proceed- 
ings at the Lima police base where 
he has been held and tried since 
being extradited from Chile in 

late 2007. 

He uttered only four words: “I 
move to nullify,” before turning, 
smiling and waving to the audi- 
ence sitting behind him behind

Demonstrators Storm 
Moldova’s Parliament 


50 people are injured 
as thousands declare 
elections fraudulent 

CHISINAU, MOLDOVA I Anti-COm- 
munist demonstrators stormed 
Moldova’s parliament Tuesday, 
hurling computers through win- 
dows and torching furniture to 
protest elections they say were 
fraudulent. 

Police fired water cannons 
but were unable to stop protest- 
ers from breaking into the parlia- 
ment and an adjacent presidential 
office. Later, police tried to use 
tear gas and firecrackers to hold 
back a second surge toward par- 
liament by 2,000 protesters, but 
abandoned the effort.

WAS H I N GTO N I A 31-foot sculpture 
by pop artist Roy Lichtenstein that 
survived the 9/11 terrorist attacks 
will join the permanent collection 
at the Smithsonian American Art 
Museum, 

Millions of dollars worth of 
American artwork was damaged 


or destroyed near the World Trade 
Center, but the giant blue “Mod- 
ern Head” was unharmed save for 
a few scratches. The sculpture has 
been on loan outside the Washing- 
ton museum since last year. 

The Smithsonian Board of 
Regents on Monday formally 
approved the gift from Florida 
Marlins owner Jeffrey Loria.

General Motors says 
vehiele could become 
a cheap transit option 

NEW YORK I A solution to the 
world’s urban transportation prob- 
lems could lie in two wheels, not 
four, according to executives for 
General Motors Corp. and Seg- 
way Inc. 

The companies announced 
Tuesday that they are working 
together to develop a two-wheeled, 
two-seat electric vehicle designed 
to be a fast, safe, inexpensive and 
clean alternative to traditional 
cars and trucks. 

The Personal Urban Mobility 
and Accessibility, or PUMA, proj- 
ect also would involve a vast com- 
munications network that would 
allow vehicles to interact with 
each other, regulate the flow of 
traffic and prevent crashes from 
happening. 

“We’re excited about doing 
more with less,” said Jim Nor- 
rod, chief executive of Segway, 
the Bedford, N.H.-based maker of 
electric scooters. “Less emissions, 
less dependability on foreign oil 


and less space.” 

The 300-pound prototype 
runs on a lithium-ion battery and 
uses Segway ’s characteristic two- 
wheel balancing technology. It’s 
designed to reach speeds of up to 
35 mph and can run 35 miles on 
a single charge. 

The companies did not release 
a projected cost for the vehicle on 


Tuesday but said, ideally, its total 
operating cost would be between 
one-fourth and one-third of that 
of the average traditional auto- 
mobile. 

Larry Burns, GM’s vice presi- 
dent of research and development, 
and strategic planning, said there’s 
currently no timeline for produc- 
tion of the vehicle, (ap) 


Bank CEO Calls for Pay Standards 


WAS H I N GTO N I The chief executive 
of Goldman Sachs Group Inc. on 
Tuesday called for new standards 
for how Wall Street executives are 
compensated and new regulation 
of large hedge funds and private 
equity funds. 

Lloyd Blankfein, who received 
compensation valued at nearly 
$43 million last year, said lessons 
from the financial crisis include 
the need to “apply basic standards 
to how we compensate people in 
our industry.” 


He suggested a handful of 
guidelines, including only junior 
employees’ being

compensation. 

Blankfein also said unregu- 
lated pools of capital that are big 


enough to potentially burden the 
financial system in a crisis should 
be put under “some degree” of gov- 
ernment oversight.

Blankfein said, acknowledging it 
could take years to rebuild confi- 
dence in the financial system. 

Goldman Sachs said recently 
it hopes to return its $10 billion 
investment from the government

Arenas has 
missed most of two seasons with 
three knee surgeries. Brendan 
Haywood missed most of this 
season. A bad personnel decision 
allowed Roger Mason Jr. to go to 
San Antonio. Coach Eddie Jor- 
dan was fired. And the Wizards 
now have the worst record in the 
Eastern Conference. 

After three straight playoff 
series with the Cavaliers, all losses, 
Cleveland won’t be seeing Washing- 
ton this spring after Wednesday’s 
game. Asked if he would miss play- 
ing them in the playoffs. Cavaliers 


Coach Mike Brown said, “In a nut- 
shell ... no.” Brown ticked off one 
sub-plot after another. “Erom the 
crab dribble to Soldier Boy to Jay Z 
to DeShawn Stevenson ... no.” 

It’s not often that Cleveland has 
to play “What if?” because they’ll 
enter the playoffs as the favorite 
to reach the NBA Einals. But the 
Wizards are left with that as they 
enter what could be a transforma- 
tive offseason. “Of course we think. 
What if we had everybody healthy,” 
Antawn Jamison said. “Then how 
close would we be? We can’t know 
until we’re all out there. Any- 
thing that could have gone wrong 
went wrong this year and last”

Bemidji State s trip 
to Frozen Four may 
keep program afloat 

FROZEN FOUR I The fact that Bemi- 
dji State became the first team from 
outside the Big Four conferences — 
college hockey’s version of the BCS

isn’t the only reason the Beavers 
are more than overjoyed to be in 
the nation’s capital this week.

The CH A — the four-team con- 
ference the Beavers earned an auto- 
matic berth from — is disbanding 
after next season. While Bemidji 
State has a pending application 
to join the WCHA, it has not yet 
been approved. The Beavers were 
the lone program to apply for the 
10 -team WCHA, meaning their 
acceptance would produce the 
scheduling nightmare of having 
an odd number of teams. 

The whole situation leaves the 
Beavers’ hockey program — not to

in limbo. But in achieving the first 
Frozen Four berth in school his- 
tory, Bemidji State has proven to 
the rest of the college hockey world 
that it can hang with anyone. 

Led by their speedy top line of 
sophomore Matt Read and seniors 
Tyler Scofield and Matt Francis, 
the Beavers skate into the Verizon 


Center Thursday to face an oppo- 
nent — Miami (Ohio) — whose run 
to D.C. was almost as unlikely.

Old Dog, Inspiring Tricks 



Neil Young pushes 
action and awareness 
on the ear-pleasing 
‘Fork in the Road’ 

MUSIC I “There’s a bailout coming, 
but it’s not for you,” Neil Young 
laments in the title track from 
“Fork in the Road,” a crackling 
travelogue that in some ways could 
be viewed as his version of Twit- 
ter, This in-the-moment dispatch 
from the mercurial rocker clearly 
was inspired by his LincVolt proj- 
ect, in which he’s converting a gas- 
guzzling 1959 Lincoln Continental 
to run on electricity. 

Much like Young’s 2006 “Liv- 
ing With War” album, which he 
assembled in startlingly short 
order, “Fork in the Road” feels 
like the outcome of midnight-oil 
writing and recording sessions 
by a man on a mission. Among 
the titles: “Off the Road,” “Hit the 
Road,” “Get Behind the Wheel.” 
You get the idea. 

The album is part public ser- 
vice announcement, part condem- 
nation of the status quo, and part 
reflection of the risks and rewards 
of letting go of ideas when their 
time has passed. The outcome 
is more noteworthy for Young’s 
stinging guitar work, passionate 
vocals and his powerhouse band’s 
accompaniment than for finely 
crafted songs that add consider- 
ably to Young’s estimable body 
of work. 

To some extent, the lyrics sim- 
ply establish a framework for the 


musical excursions, which are 
mostly Young’s signature brand 
of grinding rock. Along the way, 
the music picks up bits of funk and 
blues boogie. The most poignant 
number is “Light a Candle,” for 
which Young briefly unplugs to 
sing sweetly about the possibility 
of inner transformation. 

On the majestic minor-key 
“Just Singing a Song,” Young con- 
cedes that “just singing a song 
won’t change the world,” echo- 
ing a remark he made several 
years ago that substantive social 


and political change will have to 
come from someplace other than 
rock music — contrary to what 
he and many of his ’60s brethren 
once thought. 

But he adds an inspirational 
RS. to that sentiment: “You can 
sing about change while you’re 
making your own,” which in his 
case is Young’s effort to show 
Detroit that at least one old dog is 
capable of a new trick or two. 

That’s the creed he’s living out 
on this album. In the John Lee 
Hooker-worthy title tune, you can

Gawk like an Egyptian 


An unusually shaped 
pyramid will open its 
ehambers to visitors 

LANDMARKS I Travelers to Egypt 
will soon be able to explore the 
inner chambers of the 4,500-year- 
old “bent” pyramid, known for its 
oddly shaped profile, and other 
nearby ancient tombs. 

The increased access to the 
pyramids south of Cairo is part 
of a new sustainable development 
campaign that Egypt hopes will 
attract more visitors and also will 
avoid some of the problems of the 


urban sprawl that have plagued the 
famed pyramids of Giza. 

Egypt’s chief archaeologist, 
Zahi Hawass, said the chambers of 
the 330-foot-pyramid outside the 
village of Dahshur, 50 miles south 
of Cairo, will be opened to tourists 
in May or June. “This is going to 
be an adventure,” he said. 

Dahshur’s bent pyramid is 
famous for its irregular profile. 
The tomb’s sides rise at a steep 
angle but then abruptly taper off 
at a shallower approach to the 
pyramid’s apex. 

Archaeologists think the build- 
ers changed their minds while con- 


structing it out of

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A Subcontinental Shift 


Fix easy, up-to-date 
Indian dishes with a 
new book of recipes 

Many people love a good Indian 
curry, but making it chez you often 
means lots of time and worry. But 
Delhi, India-born, D.C.-basedfood 
writer Monica Bhide thinks it’s 
quite possible to whip up delicious 

— and decidedly new millennial 

— dishes of Delhi and Mumbai 
sans mystery ingredients or hours 
spent toiling over the stove. Think 
Indian cheese (paneer) melted on a 
pizza with figs, or tamarind chut- 
ney slurried into a margarita. We 
sat down with Bhide over Rasika 
restaurant’s Indian palaak chat 
(crispy spinach) and star-anise 
spiked black cod to get the scoop 
on her new cookbook, “Modern 
Spice: Inspired Indian Flavors for 
the Contemporary Kitchen” ($25, 
Simon & Schuster). 

What does “modern spice” mean? 

People still want Indian flavors 
and tastes, but they want ease of 
use. They’d like to cook the cuisine 
in a way that embodies a modern 
lifestyle. I want them to be able to 
sit down with this book at 6 p.m, 
and have dinner ready by 6:30 
without sacrificing flavor. 

Have perceptions of Indian food 
changed recently? 

People used to ask, “Is it spicy?” 



Now people [have gotten] much 
more educated about the prepa- 
rations. They ask about types of 
cardamom and learn about the 
flavors. Big grocery stores and 
Amazon.com have done a won- 
derful job of making ingredients 
available too.

POMEGRANATE SHRIMP 

SERVINGS: 4 

INGREDIENTS; 1 lbs. shrimp, shelled and deveined;2tbsp. pomegran- 
ate molasses; 1 tsp. minced garlic; 1/2tsp. ground turmeric; 1/4 tsp. red 
chili powder or red chili flakes; 1/2tsp. ground coriander; 1/4 tsp. salt; 2 
tbsp. vegetable oil; 1 sprig fresh curry leaves; 2 large (or4to 6 small) shal- 
lots, thinly sliced; 1 cup fresh pomegranate seeds 

IN A LARGE BOWL, combine the shrimp, pomegranate molasses, gar- 
lic, turmeric, chili powder, corianderand salt.

do this is with your hands.) Heat the 
vegetable oil in a medium skillet over 
medium heat. When itshimmers, add 
the curry leaves and shallots. Cookfor 
two to three minutes, untiltheshallots 
just begin to change color. Add the 
shrimp and marinade. Tossforafew 
minutes, just until the shrimp is com- 
pletely cooked through. Remove from 
the heatand serve immediately, sprin- 
kled with pomegranate seeds. 


Where do you shop for ingredients? 

The place that I go to the most is 
Aditi Spice Depot (409 Maple Ave. 
E,, Vienna, Va.; 703-938-3400). 
They have a great selection. Whole 
Foods and Giant also both have a 
good selection of spices. Whole 
Foods has smaller containers, so 
your spices will stay fresher. 

What are the most important 
spices in Indian cuisine? 

Cumin seeds, coriander seeds, 
turmeric, red chilies and mus- 
tard seeds. But when it comes to 
buying spices, use your nose and 
common sense. There’s no need to 
have a roller suitcase full of them 
— they’ll just turn stale. 

What is the secret to cooking 
with unfamiliar spices? 

You don’t need to buy a cupboard 
full of them. Be smart about what 
you buy. Even if you cook often, 
it’s helpful to get spices in small 
containers. That way you buy new 
spices more frequently and keep 
things fresh. 

Any common misconceptions 
about Indian cooking? 

There’s a lot of fear. Many Indi- 
an cookbooks have long lists 
of ingredients that are hard to 
source. They create great flavors, 
but people spend too much time 
stressing over finding ingredients. 
You don’t need 19 things to create 
a good dish. 

What will surprise people about 
cooking Indian food? 

It isn’t heavy. These dishes are fill- 
ing, but not overpowering. 

Some of these dishes, like Indian 
Onion Rings and an Indian “burg- 
er,” seem like radical departures 
from curry house fare. 

Believe it or not, those dishes are 
originally Indian. Pakoras have 
been served forever — it’s just bat- 
tering bread, onions or spinach, 
I tried to take new ingredients, 
like Brussels sprouts, or find new 
preparations, like a fig and paneer 
[Indian cheese] pizza. One of my 
testers added bacon to the pizza 
for crunch, and it was great!

M U S i C I “Why don’t you get a real 
job, settle down, and start a fam- 
ily?”

the album, which only means it fits 
in nicely on this diverse collection. 

For Teng, the song acknowledg- 
es the conflicts and contradictions 
between her Chinese heritage and 
her American upbringing, which 
are only more pronounced given 
her unlikely career path, 

“For the first 30years of my 
life, I followed the American idea 
that each life is individual and you 
make your own path and follow 
your own dream,” she says. “Some- 
where along the way, I realized that 
that’s not actually the Chinese way 
of thinking — or at least not my 
family’s way of thinking.” 

She maybe conflicted about her 
place in her family and her world, 
but acknowledging those doubts 
makes her a more compelling art- 
ist. STEPHEN M. DEUSNER
